“profitable patriotism“! 
The little Corporation babies squalled 
and yelled for some coddling, and the Big 
Father in the White House rushed to see 
that they got big bags of candy. 
In case you didn’t notice it, the Senate 
has just REDUCED Wall Street’s excess 
War-profit taxes by $19,000,000. 
Roosevelt's personal pressure went into 
‘this victory for the PAYtriots. His agent 
on the Defense Commission, Mr. Leon Hen- 
derson, spent a lot of time proving to the 
Congressmen that they must encourage“ 
Big Business to take war orders and build 
new factories for munitions. The little Wall 
Street darlings are so so-a-a-a-red; they need 
big extra blobs of war profits to make 
them. “patriotic.” And Daddy Roosevelt 
‘Wants them to have it. 
The Senate Committee has just had the 
gall to relieve the Corporations in the fol- 
lowing ways: 
1. By raising the exemption level 
from $5,000 to $10,000, thus cutting the 
Government’s revenue by $19,000,000 and

2. By removing the 10 per cent profit 
limit on shipbuilding orders handed out 
by the Government. 
3. By eliminating the proposed 10 per 
cent tax on profits made from war orders. 
And finally, one of the biggest plums for 
we dear little Wall Street babies, the indus- 
trialists will be able to slash their income 
taxes by deducting from tax payments huge 
chunks of profit figured at the rate of 20 
per cent per year of the cost of new fac- 
tories. Thus, in five years the factories will 
have been paid off (instead of the usiial 20 
years allowed) and the industrialists will 
practically get the Government - built fac- 
tories free of charge.

Lippmann Plugs for Both 
Roosevelt and Willkie 


„ Earl Browder hit the bull's eye when he 
declared that “this is the most peculiar elec- 
tion campaign in the history of our Repub- 
lie.” 

The essence of this peculiarity was never 
more apparent than in Walter Lippmann’s 
column yesterday. Lippmann openly cam- 
paigns, not for either Willkie or Roosevelt, 
but for both. The only question in his mind 
is which one of Wall Street’s parties can 
take the country into war more efficiently. 

He criticizes both Willkie and Roosevelt, 
tells them to stop their foolish talk about 
differences and get together. “No truck can 
be had with the Democratic argument that 
Mr. Willkie is an agent of plutocracy.... 
From the Republican side, no truck can be 
had with the argument that Mr. Roosevelt 
is conspiring to involve this country in the 
European war. No truck can be had with 
the Republican argument that Mr. Roose- 
velt is a dictator or is conspiring to become 
one,” the sage of American imperialism 
writes. 

Unwittingly, these are fundamental in- 
dictments of both major candidates, and 
show their tweedledee-tweedledum charac- 
ter. But Lippmann demands that they be 
dismissed as “malignant issues” because 
they threaten the unity of both major par- 
ties in effecting a program of war, hunger 
and Hitlerism. It is the argument for a one- 
party totalitarian system to be inflicted on 
the American people. 

Formerly a bitter antagonist of Roose- 
velt during the New Deal days, David Law- 
rence, in the New York Sun, now writes that 
“Willkie’s idea of agreeing with Roosevelt 
on foreign policy and trying to eliminate war 
itself from the campaign is a sbund piece of 
strategy.” The Herald Tribune, which hailed 
Willkie as a “gift from heaven” now finds 
Roosevelt’s dictatorial steps toward war as 
heaven itself. 

One by one the hired satellites of Wall 
Street are frantic lest even the desire for 
peace be encouraged among the people. They 
have torn off their peace“ mask. They want 
to ruthlessly smash any possible opportunity 
for the people to register their desire to keep 
this country out of the imperialist war. In 
order to accomplish this, they have provided 
a choice between two Democrats. In the 
words of Earl Browder: 

“The New Deal masses and the labor 
movement are left politically homeless. The 
Republicans are worse off than we, for they 
have not even a candidate to fight for; they 
must either vote for a Democrat or turn to 
the Communists.” 

The American people are deeply inter- 
ested in this, the most crucial election cam- 
paign in the nation’s history.’ Their chief 


interest is to stay out of war—which is the 


people's issue against both major parties. 
But while Earl Browder and James W. Ford 
are the only candidates fighting for peace, 
the Administration and Willkie are united 
upon silencing their voice through under- 
handed methods worthy of Hitler. The un- 
precedented court edict which denied Brow- 
der his campaign tour was the fascist ex- 
pression of Wall Street’s fear of the Com- 
munist peace message among American 
voters, 

Behind the attack on the ballot rights 
and civil liberties of Browder and the Com- 
munists, is the war-mongers’ rage at what 
Browder and the Communists have to say. 
It is a damning admission by both Roosevelt 
and Willkie that the only way the people 
can register their will for peace is to pile up 
a record-breaking vote for. Browder and 
Ford. 


Lincoln’s Veterans 


» Down in Springfield where Lincoln 
“walks at midnight,” the surviving veterans 
of the Civil War will meet today in the 74th 
convention of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. 

The average age of these old fighters is 
95 years; the dean among them is the Ne- 
gro, Mr. Henry Mack of Minnesota, aged 
108, who carried a gun and faced death 75 
years ago so that his people might be free, 
that democracy in the United States might 
march forward. 

The spirit of the GAR is mocked and de- 
fied these days on the precincts of the 
wealthy classes, in Wall Street and Park 
Avenue. Long ago, back in 1876, the rich 
of the country made their peace with the 
landlord oppression of the Southern plant- 
ers.

They will 
never forget the aid that Karl. Marx, as the 
leader of the First (Communist) Interna- 
tional, organized for the struggling Ameri- 
can Republic when he summoned the work- 
ing-men of London and Manchester to huge 
demonstrations which warned the British 
Cabinet to keep “hands off” the U. 8.

QUAVERING voice and uplifted hand accompanied 
William Green's impassioned benediction on the speed- 
up Monday. ‘ 

His immortally immoral words were delivered to the 
convention of the International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen and Helpers—assembied 
at present in the nation’s capital. 

With that vocal tremor which he has so piously 
cultivated, Green “pleaded” with the American work- 
ers “never to slacken down, never to slow up.” Ris- 
ing to new heights of patriotic posing, the successor 
of Gompers thundered forth: “We must give all 
that we can and all that we have in support of 
the nation’s preparedness program.” 

A personnel man for a big corporation would be 
more diplomatic in such a try at making a vast sweat- 
shop of America. The Gompers fakers in 1917 would 
not have gone so far. These utterances are those of 
a shyster, over-anxious to win the smiles of those 
who are pilfering and plundering the people in the 
name of “national defense.” 

Ge into any automobile plant of this country, 
and you will witness a speeding up newly intro- 
duced on top of previous high-geared devices, that 
is sweating the life out of the men of the Belt. 
Throughout the steel industry, the flare of the mill 
fires lights up new schemes for sweating and “la- 
bor-saving,” which have made ghost towns of such 
cities as Newcastle, Pa. Unemployment dogs the 
steps of the American workers, as they strain to 
produce more—while the great steel and other cor- 
*orations mount pile upon pile of profits. 


Shyster Speech 

To these workers, Green insultingly shouts: “Never 
slacken down, never slow up.” As he thus bellows: 
“Go faster, go faster,” the Wall Street tickers jingle 
joyously. Bethlehem Steel, defying the Wagner Act, 
has jumped its profits 250 per cent in the first six 
months of 1940; United States Steel goes up in profits 
1,740 per cent; Jones and Laughlin, 485 per cent; 
Remington-Rand 270 per cent. 

That shyster declamation to the teamsters’ dele- 
gates gives the Green light to the jacking up of the 
hours of labor, which the Gompers successor hinted 
at in his message on Labor Day. On that occasion 
he hastened to advise the big employers that hours 
could be sti@tched out even under the Walsh-Healy 


Act. 


Such incitations to a speed-up spree are of grave 
coneern to the American workers. ‘That spree will 
cost them dear. It will wrack and wreck their health. 
It will stimulate joblessness while billions are being 
poured into “defense” production. It will inevitably 
hurry on another “big fall,” such as cursed America 
in 1921 and in the Hoover debacle. 

This Green game, in “sacrificing” the workers by 
feeding them into the maw of Wall Street, does not 
even make sense in genuine or honest defense. It 
saps the strength of the workers and it lines the bulky 
pockets of the Morgans, ut it does not in the long 
run increase production. 


Maugham Admits 


The British novelist Somerset Maugham, wily 
propagandist for the Bank cf England crowd that he 
is, has had to admit as much. In the October “Red 
Book” Maugham emphasizes how the greed of the 
200 rich families of France led to a break-down in 
production and morale .

A. & P. Stores Have Big Sale on 
Broilers, Fryers and Conscription 
- By SENDER GARLIN 


(CONSTANT READER, JR., says he hates everything 
that’s good for him, so it proved impossible to per- 
suade him that we ought to buy spinach, but there were 
a lot of other “Welcome Home“ values at the A. & P. store 
around the corner. There were, for instance, broilers and 
fryers: extra fancy spring chicken, fresh from nearby 
farms—tender, juicy and full of farm-fresh flavor, sizes 2 to 3% Ibs. 
at only 29 cents a Ib. There was also fowl, extra fancy, sizes under 
4% Ibs. at 23 cents a lb. And there were plump, meaty fowl, of the 
highest grade, for delicious fricassee, salad, and chicken a la king. 
For those who weren't hungry or couldn't afford to buy either the 
broiler or the fowl, there was an extra special buy on Kirkman’s borax 
svap, rinso or oxydol, strong ammonia, French dressing, Dally Dog 
Food (a 6-pound can for 25 cents). For those who were hungry but 
just didn't have the money to shell out for broilers, fryers or fowl, 
there was bologna, sliced if you preferred it, for only 29 cents a pound. 

Which brings us to the subject in hand, to wit, that you can buy 
a lavishly illustrated 60-page magazine in the A. & P. stores. It’s 
called Woman's Day” and it's an awfully cheerful publication, said 
to have the largest circulation of any women's magazine. The front 
cover of the September issue, for instance, has a lovely picture of 
two high school kids—a boy and a girl—sharing a chocolate 
ice-cream soda via individual straws. The boy wears a dashing green 
athletic sweater and the girl has beautiful auburn air which is tied 
with a perky little red ribbon.

But the main feature of the magazine is a piece by Mr. J. Edgar 
Hoover entitled “Your Children May Face Military Training.” Mr. 
Hoover, you will recall, is in charge of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (FBI for short) and he’s the one who made the term G-Man 
famous. Mr. Hoover didn’t write the article himself because he’s too 
; busy hounding the people who oppose the war to check up on split 
N infinitives. It is one of those “as told to“ articles which means that 
a scribe named Herbert Corey wrote the article, and Mr. Hoover merely 
gave it the once-over. Mr. Corey, as a sort of literary sub-contractor, 
divvied up on the check from the A. & P. stores. 


Mr. Hoover has a wonderful message of cheer for American 
mothers. He says that universal military training is a great thing 
for the boys and he tells why: 

“I was a member of one of the cadet companies of Central High 
School in Washington when I was in high ‘school. One of the big 
days of my life was when I became its captain.” : 

Hoover writes as though he were. describing the pleasantest of 
summer camps for children. 


The big G-Man says mothers have nothing to worry about be- 
cause “the Army will provide everything.” The recruit will be as- 
signed to a place “in a clean, airy barracks. ... The lights will go 
out at the bugle call. . The first step toward success in life is to 
learn to obey orders.” 

He will be taught to obey grisly orders to “go over the top,” to 
sacrifice his life so that the American imperialists can get a monopoly 
or rubber, oil and tin. 

J. Edgar Hoover or his alter ego Mr. Herbert Corey then drags 
cut Form B that tells all about the bad people who are critical of the 

0 plans of the war-makers and their apologists. And the article winds 
up in this fashion: 

“To end upon a lighter note: 

“You will hardly know your boy when he comes home from camp.” 


For once Mr. Hoover speaks the truth. When the boy comes 
back with his jaw shot off, his mother will hardly know. him. 

The G-man has piayed a cruel joke upon the mothers who have 
ploughed through his article. All this talk about “military training” 
is just a euphemism for CONSCRIPTION. What he fails to add, 
too, is that many o the boys will be SHIPPED home from camp 
or from the battlefields in pine caskets as tens of thousands were in 
the first imperialist war. *

Here is a theme for novelists, playwrights and scenario writers:

Not only does 
the company make huge profits on its sales, but it nets a tidy sum 
on the magazine, which contaifis a sales-tatk to persuade the mother 
to sacrifice her son's life in the cause of a greater American Empire! 


The American ‘Free’ Press 
Scripps-Howard newspapers in Ohio, the Cleveland Press, 
the Columbus Citizen and the Cincinnati Post are collaborating with 
the military dictatorship in Washington in a campaign to keep the 
Communist Party off the ballot in the state, at the same time laying 
the basis for legal persecution of the Ohio Party organization. 


Within 24 hours after the Communist election petitions were 
signed, these “liberal” papers published photostatic copies of the 
petitions containing thousands of signatures, with the obvious pur- 
pose of intimidating Ohio citizens whe did nothing more than ex- 
press their opinion that a minority political organization had «a 
right to be on the ballot. 


An Ohio judge, in denying an application for an injunction to 
compel the Cleveland Press from continuing to publish the names of 
the signers, ruled that laws guaranteeing the freedom of the press do 
not permit a judge to issue injunctions in case of “expected libel.” 

The decision of the judge is published with obvious approval in 
the current issue of Editor and Publisher, the trade publication of 

the American newspaper publishers. 

The action of the Scripps-Howard papers in Ohio had its prece- 
dent in a similar campaign conducted in Pittsburgh, resulting in the 
arrest of scores of Communist workers. 

Under the flag of “free press” the newspapers of the American 
monopolists tear up the Bill of Rights. 

It goes without saying that such papers as the Cleveland Press, 
the Columbus Citizen and the Cincinnati Post do not have to appeal 
to their readers for funds to maintain their publications. Private in- 
vestments and hundreds of thousands in advertising contracts guar- 
antee not only a permanent income but handsome profits for its 
owners.

But we must protest the manner in which the newspapers are 
using the so-called ot of the Indians as a screen for red-baiting 
en the sports pages. Let's look into the case: 

in May, when the Indians were one and one-half games out 
of the lead, most of the team, including Bobbie Feller but not 
including Boudreau and Mack, visited the office of President 

Alva Bradley. They complained that Manager Ossie Vitt was 

not handling them properly. Not only had he unfairly criticized 

players for failures on the field, but he had unsettled play by his 
nervousness on the bench. He paced up and down, they claimed, 

broke out in all sorts of muttered comment and generally did 

not conduct himself as a team leader. 

Mr. Bradley represents a group of millionaires who own the Cleve- 
land team. and far be it from us to take his side of the picture against 
Vitt. Or even to take the team’s side against Vitt. We weren't there 
when Vitt acted up; and we don’t know who was right or wrong. 

But whatever the personal idiocyncrasies of the players or the cir- 
cumstances, it is certainly an unqualified right for any group of work- 
ers to meet with their employer in an attempt to adjust grievances. 
This is all the Indians did. 


Worst Thing —For Owners! 
After the meeting, the remark was heard in baseball circles: 
“This is the worst thing that could happen in baseball.” It may 
be the worst thing that could happen from the owners’ point 
of view, but it is certainly not the worst thing from the players’. 
No one has remarked that the Indians laid down on their jobs. 
No one accuses them of throwing games. On the contrary—they 
have shown that they are more than eager to end the Yankees’ 
| four-time sway of the league. 
Another attack on the team comes from those who say that they 
: went behind the back of the manager in a cowardly manner, that 
:

they should have taken their complain to Vitt himself. But it happens 

that Bradley invited Vitt to a second conference, with Vitt present, 
and attempted to iron out the difficulties. Apparently Bradley was 
unsuccessful. At any rate Coach Luke Sewell has become virtually 
team leader. He appears on the coaching lines, Vitt remains on the 
˖ bench. Sewell defended Al Milnar against the riding of Yankees’ 
coach, Barl Combs, when the Yanks tore into Milnar and scored nine 
runs in one inning during a recent Stadium series; Vitt did not mové 
from the bench. 

This incident, more than anything else, provés that Vitt has been 
unable to manage the team. Nevertheless, the Indians won consistent- 
ly and held a good lead until last week when they fell into a losing 
streak. Immediately the sports writers of the nation began an un- 
. paralleled campaign of villification against them. 

Well, they had the right to meet and discuss their methods

: to the owners because, if not stopped, they may herald the coming 
a baseball players’ union.

if backstairs gossip, and favoritism. And make it appear a crime against 
3 baseball for a team to hold a meeting to discuss its play on the field. 
> I the Indians fail to win the pennant this year, it will be because 
they are not the best team. Baseball, for all its commercialism, is 
played honestly. It is really a throw-back to the old days of pro- 
gressive capitalism when a man’s energy and skill entitled him to a 
. fair reward. In these days of economic crisis, baseball has its dif- 
* ficulties, too. Several teams have been dangerously near financial 
rocks this season; one major league outfit came to New York last 
spring with not enough money to meet the payroll. A night game 
saved them from the necessity of turning to the league for assistance. 

Nevertheless, the game is played on the up and up. Cer- 
tainly strong control is necessary in any organization. A pilot 
‘must guide a ship, an engineer must operate a railroad train, 

n manager must and should lead his team to victory if victory 
is at all possible. But, in a democracy, the team has the right 
to speak its piece. That is all the Cleveland Indians did. They 
are to be commended, not blackened, for their courage. ~
